Therefore be it enacted, by the Mayo;

A COMPLETE SMASH. 

The Walking Beam of tho Amelia Breaks, 
Causing Qeueral Destruction In the 
Engine Room. 

On .Sunday evening the steamer Rain- 
bow arrived in port, having in tow the 
disabled Amelia, which met with an ac- 
cident on Saturday morning, the serious 
character of which was not thoroughly 
realized until a full investigation was 
made yesterday. 

It now appears that what at first was 
reported to be only a slight mishap in- 
volving a few days' delay, will prove of 
such a serious nature that it would prob- 
ably cost more to make the required re- 
pairs than it would to put in new en- 
gines and machinery complete. 

The accident occurred while tho 
steamer was running at an easy rate of 
speed about live miles out of Chemainus, 
the cause being the breakage of the 
wrought iron hoop around the walking 
beam. The fracture shows that tho 
break was caused by an old Haw, evi- 
dently ti i its appearance a defect in 

the original Welti. 

The breaking of the trains of the 
walking beam caused the beam itself to 
go. Then the connecting rod snapped 
at the top, and the A frames were 
smashed, the wreck of all the wood- 
work of the deck and about the engines 
The port main bearing was 



died together in the forward end of the 
smoking car. The baggage car jumped 
right over the top of the engine and it 
came down on the track about a 
hundred yards ahead of it. The railway 
and city authorities have done all in 
their power Lo help the wounded. Twelve 
of them were removed to the city hospi- 
tals, and others had their wounds dress 
ed at the station and went on tho rail 
way by a special train. It is not likely 
that any of the wounded will die, their 
injuries being of a not very serious na- 
ture. 

The remains of tho lifteeu burned 
bodies were brought to the city and 
taken to the morgue. An inquest has 
been ordered and will be opened to-mor- 
row morning. 

Conductor W. H. I'oole, of London, 
says the train was fifteen minutes late, 
but was not limning more than twenty 
miles an hour when tho accident hap- 
pened, as all orders are that trains must 
not run at that particular place more 
than twenty miles an hour. 

The place where tho accident hap- 
pened is considered a dangerous one, as 
there is a switch on a sharp curve, hence 
the precaution of running slowly. 
Seven cars, including one baggage and 
two first-class coaches, a smoker, a first- 
class day coach anil two Wagner sleep- 
ers were burned, there being not a vest- 
ige of wood or anything that would burn 
left. The baggage car was demolished 
ami the engine was the most complete 
wreck imaginable. The loss to the com- 
pany will be enormous. Many of those 
on the train were on their way to New 
York to take part in the Centennial fes- 
tivities. Among them was part of the 
Detroit Light Infantry. None of them 
were injured with the exception of one 
who got a slight cut over the eye. Most 
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of the passengers Inst all or a portion 
their baggage and clothing, and a Iarg> 
amount of the mails were lost by lire. 
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have been in almost constant service 
ever since. Jt, is simply a miracle that 
the crash did not come long ago. The 
Amelia was first used as a freight and 
passenger boat on the Fall River line 
before the American civil war. She 
next saw service on the Sacramento 
river and was then brought to British 
Columbia for use on tlie coast route. 
Last year she was put in thoroughly 
good repair at considerable expense, and 
she has since been running regularly 

to Nanai andComox, although it is 

said of lute hardly paying expenses. The 
owners have not yet decided what they 
will do. They may put in new engines 
and again place her oil the route, bill 
the probability is that she will be placed 
in the "boneyard" until the business 
increases sufficiently to warrant the 
heavy expenditure necessary. 



ACCIDENT ON THE G. T. R. 

The Engine Jumps the Truck, Several of 
the Cars Catch Kire and Fifteen Per- 
son! are Binned to Drutb. 

Hamilton, Out., April 'Ji).— The worst 
accident which has occurred on the 
Grand Trunk Railway for a great many 
years took place last ('veiling at 7 o'clock, 
about throe miles west of this city. Tho 
engine of the St. Louis express from 
Windsor to Suspension Bridge jumped 
the track at the junction cut and 
pitched into a water tank. The bag- 
gage and smoking car telescoped and 
immediately took tire. Before the pas- 
sengers could bo got out or any assist- 
ance rendered the tire quickly communi- 
cated to the cars in thu rear and soon 
four more cars were ablaze. The pns- 
songers, however, managed to get out of 
the latter four, and tried to save those 
in the burning smoking car, but with- 
out success. The wrecking of the water 
tank cut off the supply of water ton 
very large extent, and what water 
could be got hail to be applied by means 

of pails. There were 115 passengers and 

train hands on board, and of these 
about thirty were in the smoking cur. 
As far as has been learned thirteen 
passengers got out of the smoker, two 
were killud instantly, one of them being 
L. S. Curacy, who was on his way from 
Chicago to New York, and the other an 
Italian unknown. The remains of fifteen 
bodies have been taken outof the wreck, 
which, with the two killed and the 
thirteen rescued, all more or less wound- 
ed, makes up the thirty who were sup- 
posed to lie in the smoker. None of the 
train hands were Hovcroly injured, the 
worst being Edward Chapman, of 
London, the Sroman, who had his right 
arm burned and a scald wound. None 
of tho fifteen who were taken out of the 
wreok after the lire have been Identified. 
It is doubted if any of thotn will be for 
some days, us the remains are charred 
beyond recognition, Many of them 
were mangled horribly before the tire, 
and almost all of them- were taken out 
in pieces. Tho wholo fifteen wore hud-

These facts, an narrated, are by many of 
the sealers considered quite sufficient to 
justify thorn in their belief that the 
three white hunters were murdered By 
their Indian rivals, and their bodies 
conunittod to the deep. 



Again In Hot Water. 

London, Aril '29.— Henri Roehefort's 
old-time facility for getting himself in- 
to hot water is in nowise impaired by 
his years. M. Pilotell, the French ar- 
tist residing in Loudon, whose carriea- 
ture of General Boulanger was insult- 
ingly criticised by Rochefort about two 
months ago, threatens to thrash him at 
first appearance.

Bow Two Little Victorians are Being 
Taught the Way to the Gallows. 



After the regular business of the no- 
:e court had been disposed of in ortno- 



tyle yesterday morning, His Honor 
leaned back in his chair, and wearily 
inquired "Is there anything else?" 

The superintendent of police replied 
by producing the two little Caffiro boys 
- ragged, dirty, slovenly little vaga- 
bonds as one could find in the slums of 
any city; and yet decidedly picturesque 
and good looking even in their rags and 
dirt, with their long, curly black lmir, 
black eyes and nut brown faces. 

Confirmed and clever little thieves, 
they faced the magistrate with cureless 
indifference, well aware that they could 
not he very severely dealt with, and ap- 
parently entirely unconcerned as to 
what the sentence might be. Their 
father was also in court, although he 
had not exhibited enough interest in his 
boys to even visit them when informed 
that they were in jail, and only came 
with a very bad grace to the court room 
when Supt, Sheppard insisted on his 
doing so. 

^fn answer to tho questions asked by 
His Honor, he stated that he was cap- 
tain of a fishing schooner; liis average 
earnings being from $100 to $12o por 
month. His wife was a con- 
sumptive and he was away from home 
the greater part of the time, the 
boys being allowed to go where they 
pleased and do whatever they wanted 
to. 

"Don't you know that these are your 
children, and you should take care of 
them and bring them up decently?" en- 
quired his honor, "you shouldn't allow 
them to grow uy IhieVCS and vagabonds, 
to be a di . x grace to their country and 
to you." 

"I know that. I can't help it. I 
didn't tell them to steal. I have told 
them if they kept on they'd bo hung as 
soon us they were men." 

"And what possible good could that 
do ?" queried the wise magistrate. "If 
you had given them ft good whipping 
ind promised them another, it would 
have done far better. They would have 
understood what it meant. Don't you 
think you are the one that should be 
hanged ? 

"How's that V 

"You deserve the punishment for 
bringing up your children as you are. 
No man has a right to marry and be- 
come the father of a family unless ho 
ciui bring them up at least honestly and 
decently.'' 

"They don't have to steal," was the 
response." "They can stay nt home 
ftml Like cure of their mother if they 
like, but they won't. They would rather 
go out and steal. 

Further examination disclosed • the 
fact that tho boys hud no one to 
take care, of them, or teach them 
the meaning of honesty or decency All 
the rest of the family were awaj from 
home, with the exception of i ister 
whose own father in the com pro- 
claimed her shame ; mid who onlj a few 
days ago laid ft charge against her 
father of committing a crime of a most 
infamous nature. 

After thinking the dark problem over 
for a few minutes, his honor enquired, 

"What can we do with them ?" 

"Nothing," remarked the superin- 
tendent, "he'd better take them home 
now. " 

"Look here," replied his honor to the 
father, "you me to take those boys 
home and give thorn a whipping ; and I 
intend to look into it, and if there is 
any law in this land by which I can 
punish you for your neglect to bring up 
those boys us a father should. I 
to punish you to the very fullest extent 
of that law. Now, go home. Those 
are nice little boys. They would bo ft 
credit to any man, if" — 

"Your d -ii right they are," inter- 
rupted tho father. 

"If they were decently brought up," 
remarked his honor in conclusion, us the 
father hurried out, after profanely re- 
marking that, he wasn't going to whip 
the boys. There was no d -n use in 
it." 

Unless a kind Providence interferes 
ill their behalf in some at present un- 
foreseen manner, tho future of the little 
fellows, more sinned against than sin- 
ning, may easily curl in the dark tra- 
gedy that their father in hia threats 
foretold.

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INDEPENDENCE IN PAKLIA 
MENT. 

What the people of every part of 
Canada need is more independence in 
Parliament. They want representatives 
who will be mure patriotic and less 
partisan than the men who have of late 
years occupied seats in parliament. By 
the system that now obtains the indi- 
viduality of members of Parliament is 
almost entirely lost. Each member he 
comes, as nearly as a human being car 
be, a piece of machinery. The whol< 
machine is called " a party " and each 
member is a cog in one of its wheels. 
He moves when the other pieces move 
and in the same direction, and he is in- 
active whenever the machinery stops 
and as long as it pleases the men who 
operate it. Freedom of opinion and 
liberty of action have come to bo mere 
figments in the Dominion House of Com- 
mons, Members are. fettered and ham- 
pered as securely as if the chains -that 
bind them were made of tempered steel. 
So strict is the discipline, so complete is 
the slavery, that any attempt to act 
independently is regarded as almost a 
crime, and the member who stepB out 
of the ranks and acts upon his own 
judgment is denounced as a crank or a 
traitor. One has only to look ovei 
the division lists of this or any 
other session to see how complete 
the surrender of private judgment httl 
become. On all questions of the least 
importance the Conservative votes witl 
the Conservatives and the Liberal witl 
the Liberals. There is hardly ever an 
indication that any members of one side 
supposes it possible that the view taken 
by those of the other side can be correct. 
The diversity of opinion on all subjects 
of importance found in every other com- 
pany of intelligent men is not seen in 
the House of Commons. "Wo do not say 
that it does not exist, tor it dues exist; 
but the men who differ from the major- 
ity of their party find it necessary to 
sink their own opinions and to do vio- 
lence to their own convictions. Some 
of them do this unwillingly, they kick 
more or less vigorously in private and 
in caucus, but in ninety-nine cases out 
of a hundred, when the time for voting 
comes, they " toe the mark." Means ol 
one kind or another are found to silence 
thi! scruples and to overcome the ob- 
jections of the reluctant. W ith too 
many all that is required is simply to 
find out the wish of the leader, and they 
are ready to do lua bidding, whatever u 
may be. 

Jt is easy to see how this party dis- 
cipline is injurious to the interests ol 
the people. It makes a member a party 
man first and a representative of a con- 
stituency afterwards. If the interests 
of his constituents clash, or are supposed 
to clash, with those of bis party 
the interests of the constituency must 
be sacrificed, It will not do for tin 
member to vote against his parly. The 
ends of the party must be served and 
the betrayed constituents must be 
smoothed down or talked over before 
the next election comes round, ii 
matters of general policy, too, the in- 
terests of party are mude paramount. 
Members are prevailed upon to support 
measures which they do not approve of, 
because to oppose them would be to 
Weaken the party. If it were known 
how often members of both sides are 
bulldozed, cajoled, coaxed or bribed into 
voting for what they believed to la- 
wrong and against what they consider 
right the ordinary voter would be amaz- 
ed. 

What is wanted are representatives 
who know their own minds, who are 
competent to form an opinion and to 
vote in accordance with thai opinion, no 
nuttier whom tin y oppose or whom they 
support, representatives whose sole 
Object would be to servo their constitu- 
ents and the country at large faithfully, 
who could not bo induoed by the hope 
of, office or by favors of any kind to 
deviate in the slightest degree from 
what they believe to be the right. Such 
men could not be iniinii- l it ■ 1 by the 
reproaches and the threats ol partisans 
or tempted to sink their con- 
victions for the blandishments of 
the men in power. They would act 

independently and fearlessly at all 
times and in all places. Are such men 
to be. found ? 

With n of this kind in the Legisla- 
ture leaders would not find ibsooasy 
as they do now to carry their pot meas- 
ures or to ilefea.t those to which they 
are opposed. Bul the people would be 
butter served end their true Interests 

more closely attended to. Even a few 
l«ally independent men in the lloiiBoof 



Commons would exercise a wholesome 
influence and make its atmosphere 
blearer' and purer. The well-drilled 
partisan who is ready at all times to 
obey the nod of his leader ih not in any 
true sense a representative of the people. 



. AN INGRATE. 

Gabriel Dumont, Kiel's right-hand 
man, after a sojourn" in the United 
States, has returned to his native hind. 
The clemency of the Dominion Govern- 
ment permitted him to do this. But he 
feels no gratitude to those who have 
showed him mercy. He no sooner 
appeared among his own people, the 
Metis, than he commenced to renew the 
agitation which had ended so disastrous- 
ly for many of them. He encouraged 
them to make the most preposterous 
demands on the Dominion Government, 
He has made n demand for compensa- 
tion for the losses suffered by himself 
and his fellow insurgents during the re- 
bellion and he has more than hinted that 
if their claims are not recognized the 
.Metis would be justified in again taking 
up arins against the Government, This 
man can do the poor people any amount 
of mischief. They are ignorant and have 
no adequate' idea , of either the strength 
of the Dominion Government or of their 
own comparative weakness. It might 
bo supposed that after Dumont had seen 
.something of the world he would have 
too much sense to encourage his people 
to ask for what they would be certain 
never to obtain, or to encourage them 
to engage in a contest in which they 
have not the slightest hope of succeed- 
ing. Such conduct, besides being sense- 
less, is cruel in the extreme. It is 
to be hoped thai when Dumont 
leaves them, which he intends to do 
soon, as he is under an engagement to 
join Buffalo Kill's Wild West Show they 

Will settle down and endeavo, to make 
an honest living by cultivating their 
farms or in some other way. Agitation 
may do them a great ileal of harm and 
cannot possibly do them any good. 
Whatevergriovanees they may have, and 
it is not likely that they have any. can 
be redressed in due course. The North- 
west Territories have now a representa- 
tive government of their ow n, and they 
icnd members to the Dominion Parlia- 
ment. The Metis will be sure to find 
advocates both in Kegina and Ottawa 
who will represent their grievances, if 
they have any, and use the influence 
they possess to have justice done tin in. 
NTo one in Canada feels disposed to deal 
harshly with the Metis because they 
took up amis against the Government. 
Chey are looked upon as misguided men 
whose simplicity and ignorance of the 
world were taken advantage of by de- 
signing and unscrupulous men to fur- 
ther their own ambitious projects. But 
if they allow themselves to be made 
dupes of by Dumont or any one else 
they will be regarded very differently by 
their white fellow-countrymen both in 
the Territories and the Provinces.

High, license is coming into favor in 
many states. It is said to work well. 
Its success in Pennsylvania is declared 
to be signal and it has done a great 
deal of good in Minnesota and Wiscon- 
sin. Wo see that a high license law is 
likely to be introduced into Massachu- 
setts. A peculiar feature of the lute 
contest in Massachusetts was that many 
of the small liquor sellers in Lowell 
voted for the amendment, giving as 
their reason that a prohibitory law 
eould be easily evaded, while they 
could not carry on their business under 
a high license law. 

Prohibition in the United States is 
older than most people imagine, [t has 
been discovered by some student of the 
history of the Republic that on Febru- 
ary 27, 1777, the Continental congress 
passed the following resolution: 

Resolved, That it be recommended to 
the several Legislatures in the United 
States immediately to pass laws the 
most effectual for putting an immediate 
stop to the pernicious practice of dis- 
tilling grain, by which the most exten- 
sive evils are likely to be derived if not 
quickly prevented.

He has always been 
very popular and he has de- 
served his popularity. But it is 
said that with the anti-Jesuit party 
his past services count for nothing, 
The Montreal Witness, which is sup- 
posed to have some influence in Stan- 
stead, has already declared against Mr. 
( 'olby, and there are no doubt many who 

ire prepared to make every exertion to 
prevent his return, lie, on the other 
hand, has many staunch friends in the 
county and in other parts of the prov- 
ince who will work to elect him. Il 
would seem that the opposition is 
strong, for if the Government believed 
his return to be certain they would no! 
delay in tilling the vacant scat in the 
Cabinet. Mr. Colby's appointment has 
aow been for some lime talked about, 
mil the leading Conservative paper in 
Quebec, the Montreal Gazette, favors 
his elevation. Two other gentlemen are 
named in connection with the vacancy, 
Mr. Hall, member for Sherbrooke, an. I 
Mr. Ives, the late minister's son-in-law, 
The claims of neither of these gentle 
men are so strong as those of Mr. Colby. 
Nor is either of them considered so well 
nullified to fill the position. Besides, 
the same influences that oppose Mr. 
Colby's return, would be exercised to 
prevent the other gentlemen being 
sleeted.

The prohibition light has 
been long and severe in the United 
Slates. Il is now forty-three years 

since the first prohibitory statuie was 
enacted. The Maine law has been in 
force thirty -eight years.

It was an clement in 
several presidential elect ions bm the 
success of the party was nut by any 
means encouraging.
